I've never seen the common lantern battery with AA cells inside but they have 
always been made with four 1.5 volt cells connected in series for 6 volts. 

Up until about 1985 or so, all lantern batteries contained four F-cells, which 
is longer than a D-cell but shorter than a BA-37. Around that time, Mallory 
started putting alkyline D-cells into their production, with a cardboard spacer 
on top of them. Because of the improvement in capacity of the alkyline over 
the carbon-zinc, the rating of the battery with the premium alkyline D-cells 

in it was about the same as with carbon-zinc F-cells, around 13 AH. In Canada, 
Mallory pulled a sneaky and used four C-cells, dropping the capacity well 
below that of the standard lantern battery. Their advertising touted them as 
"low mercury" and never mentioned that they wouldn't last nearly as long. 


I know the latter because we used to purchase the things by the thousands for 

use in pipeline internal inspection pigs. The change-over to C-cells in 

Canada cost us some US$250K in failed runs before we discovered what the worthless 
SOB's had done.

Let me clear a few misconceptions up here as you are a bit misinformed. 
The filtering program was written by a person on this list after 


someone else on the list had an infected machine that sent a virus 

email to the list which infected several others. The kind sole who 

wrote the program did so to protect the community from further harm and 

it has worked fairly well. Jack at the time took a position that an 

email list should be text only so the filtering program took a hard 

line on attachments and truncates them with the message you have all seen. 
ThePorch.com is no longer on an ISDN line and has not been for at least 

5 years I think it has been about 7 years and is currently on a 3 MBit 

DSL business connection. Theporch.com consists of 3 servers at this time. 
I offloaded the emailing list server so that it does very few things aside 
from the list and so it's performance is not the issue. Please feel free 
to write a C or C++ program to accomplish the filtering, I would welcome 
seeing what you come up with. The current filtering program was written in 
both perl and python. 


I have asked Jack about migrating the list to a differnet program (Mailman) 
but he has been reluctant to change things. The software that the list is 
running on is no longer in development and it quite long in the tooth. 
Mailman 

has a built in ability to filter out certain types of attachments and is 
actively supported. If we do change the list software, the file archive 
will no be available via the list software but would still be available 
via ftp. 


If the BA community would prefer to have totally unfiltered email, I can 
make a change in about a minute to bypass that and send all the email along 
attachments and all. It really does not matter to me in any way as I am not 
usually a list member and scan all my email with antiviral/anti-spam 
software 

anyway. My internet connection is very lightly loaded so that is not an 
issue.

Anyway, the key points: the machine is lightly loaded, the internet 
connection 

is not strained at all, and removing the filter for attachments won't make 
much difference in the load, it will just allow the possibility of a virus 
sent on an email to be destributed to the list.
